SIOT-GROWN Strawberry Plants should be shipped by express; they cannot well be mailed on 
account of the heavy ball of earth at the roots, and the delays incidental to freight shipments 
are often fatal to them. It is customary for nurserymen not to offer ordinary or layer plants 
until late in the season, for the reason that, during the summer, the plants are putting forth 
their runners and making their increase, and to disturb the beds at this season causes the de- 
struction =a loss of thousands of unrooted plants. 


KNOWING the characteristics of each variety offered, we can often make selections for our patrons 
better than they can for themselves. When it is desired that we shall do this, please state the general char- 
and whether early, late or a succession of fruit is desired.

A ten per cent. discount off the 100 rate will be granted on lots of 500 or over. 


It is our custom, should the supply of a variety become exhausted, which occasionally occurs in all 
nurseries, to substitute in its stead a similar sort. When it is desired that we shall not do this, it must 
be so stated in the order. 


Claims, if any, must be made upon receipt of goods, when they will! be carefully and cheerfully examined, 
and if just, all made satisfactory. Claims made after fifteen days of receipt of goods will not be entertained. 
We send out only good plants and in good condition, carefully packed in all cases; but success or failure 
depends, in so large a degree, upon care and management after received, that we do not, because we cannot, 
undertake to guarantee stock to live.

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How to Grow Bumper Crops of Fine Strawberries 


To begin with, we are going to give you the principal reason why every home garden should have its 
own Strawberry patch. The Strawberries grown to sell on the market must have firm flesh and strong skin 
that’s what makes them good market fruit. But these two characteristics seldom go hand in hand with 
quality. Moreover, market fruits must be of bright color. Yet, some of the greatest quality berries, like 
Edmund Wilson, of the Van Fleet Hybrids, are of too dark color and too irregular shape to be considered 
good market varieties. 

To summarize :—the market grower chiefly looks for regular shape, soiid flesh and strong skin; the home 
gardener mostly cares for tender flesh and quality within. Seldom do we find all these characteristics in one 
variety. This difficulty constitutes the principal reason for the desirability of the home berry patch. 
Strawberries are among the easiest fruits to grow. The Strawberry plant is truly a healthy weed, and given 
half a chance it cannot help but thrive and bear liberal crops of delicious fruit. But, alas, the average 

layer plant, set out late in the season, does not bave half a chance. Dry weather, that is likely to occur 
late in June and during July, spells death to thousands of the ordinary layer plants. Disappointment, due 
to this fact, has kept many planters irom attempting to have a Strawberry bed, and it was a realization of 
this which first caused the founder of this business, almost half a century ago, to start propagating pot- 
grown plants. 

The pot-grown Strawberry 1s a firmly established plant which, when set out in the garden in any kind 
of weather, will do well because it already has a complete root system. When ordinary care is exercised in 
setting out such plants, the gardener will not lose one. 

Last spring an enthusiastic customer sent us the picture shown above. These plants had traveled three 
days and nights (and they arrived on May 22nd,~-the hottest May 22nd since 1881) and were received in 
such perfect condition as to cause him to take their pictures. The plants were not even wilted, the foliage, 
blossoms and young fruits appearing tip-top in every way. Subsequent reports proved that not a single 
plant of over a hundred either suffered or got lost. 

With plants of this kind we recognize no limitations as to the distances we can ship. Satisfied Lovett 
customers can be found from our most northern States to the Gulf, and from the Atlantic to the Pacific.

Modest Crops this Fall, from Everbearing Sorts 


The illustration of a potgrown plant on the preceding page will familiarize you with the nature of the 
stock of specimen plants which we are sending out this season. This type of plant stands for complete 
insurance against loss. Set out any time during July or August, it will take root at once, bloom freely and 
make a strong growth by fall. You may even hope to gather a moderate amount of fairly good sized fruit 
before frost if you should set out plants of the Everbearing varieties. 

Among the latter we want to call your particular attention to Levett’s “All Season,” last year’s novelty, 
which is fully described on pages 7 and 8. ‘3 addition to the free bearing characteristics of enormous berries, 
it has proved to be of a marvelous constitution. Last winter was about as unfavorable a season for Straw- 
berries in many sections as we have ever experienced. Strawberry plants do not like open winters, the 
alternate freezing and thawing producmg heaving, which frequently proves fatal. It seems, however, that 
Lovett’s All Season is exceptionally well anchored by a root system unsurpassed in any variety we know. 
\s a result, the plants came through in fine shape, and at this writing, June 5th, are literally loaded with 
ripe as well as green berries, and a great abundance of flowers. 

All Everbearing varieties wall bear clear up to heavy frosts, minor frosts that occur earlier in the season 
doing very little or no damage whatever to either plants or fruit. 
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Fundamental Facts about Strawberry Growing 


You can never get the soil to yield more than 1s 
init. Or, put the other way, if you want the soil to 
yield extra results, in either size of fruit, quantity 
of it, or quality, vou must give to the soil that 
which will enable it to perform the expected duty, 


As the Strawberry plant is an exceptionatiy heavy. 
feeder, it is best to select a rich piece of ground tor 
the Strawberry bed. Any good garden soil liberally 
enriched with well-rotted manure. humus, or other 
decayed vegetable or animal matter, is ideal for the 
purpose of growing fine big berries in liberal quant1- 
ties. The ¢ Bone should be spaded deepiy; and 
several applications of bone meal, scattered on the 
ground and worked into the surface with a fine rake 
should be very beneficial. A moist soil is preferable 
to one inclined to be dry. Soils with exceptional 
drainage require frequent watering to enable the 
plants to do their best. Where manure is used in 
liberal quantities fine sandy soils will bear wonderful 
crops. Strawberries should not be planted in a 
Jocation that does not get a minimum of six hours 
of sunlight each day. They surely should not be 
planted under trees or in other shady situations 


Just previous to planting, dip the roots with 
the adhering earth of each plant, one by one, in- 
to a bucket of water. (See illustration on next 
page.) The placing of a handful of straw, 
grass, etc. (or berry basket) over each plant for 
a few days, until the plants get “started,” is a good 
thing to do.

For hill culture in 
the family garden, set 
plants in rows two feet

Selection of Varieties 


The blossoms of all cultivated Strawberries are 
either bi-sexual (perfect) or pistillate (impertect ) 
All the varieties offered in this catalog have perfect 
blossoms and none, therefore, require the association 
of another kind in order to be fruitful It is best 
unless the ground to be planted is of very limited 
extent, to plant at least three varieties (early, mid 
season, and late), that the time of frinting may 
extend over a period of several week: 

The autumn. or everbearing. varieties usually 
begin to vield ripe berries in a month to six weeks 
from date of planting and continue to do so until 
late autumn. Never order less than a dozen plants 
of a variety, as a proper test cannot be made with a 
smaller number than this 


After-Culture 


This consists in keep:ng the soil mellow and tree of 
weeds, by frequent hoeing or cultivation At the 
approach of winter (as soon as the ground is trozen 
sufficiently to support the weight of a horse and cart} 
cover the entire bed with salt-meadow hay or other 
loose, light material Light strawy manure is 
excellent for this purpose, as the soluble portion 
leaches into the soil and affords nourishment to

__ Great and varied as are the surprises in the June garden, it is the Iris, perhaps, that fascinates most, 
with its gorgeous array of colors. Named after the Goddess of the Rainbow, a border of modern Liberty 
Iris will make any rainbow look rather drab and dreary.

It will 
‘literally grow anywhere, in sand, under drip of 
roofs, near foundations, where it is too dry and 
the soil too. poor to grow anything.

But even in poor soil, the 
Iris is free-flowering and brings the most in- 
different gardener a measure of reward that can 
not be expected from any other flower.

They are perfectly hardy, need no protection and, for best 
results, clumps should be divided every five or six years. Pinching off the side buds will result in bigger
